To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Beeston  and  Stapeeford 

Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Wilson  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the 
year  1959. 

Although  only  640  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
during  the  year,  a sharp  outbreak  of  Influenza  (not  notifiable)  occurring 
mainly  in  January  and  February  considerably  increased  the  annual 
morbidity  figures.  Some  40°'o  of  the  children  attending  local  schools 
were  affected,  together  with  an  appreciable  number  of  the  adult 
population,  and  four  adult  deaths  were  certified  from  this  cause. 

Scarlet  Fever,  which  since  the  war  has  played  an  increasingly 
insignificant  role  as  an  infection,  represented  over  25'’(,  of  notifications, 
as  did  Sonne  Dysentery,  and  both  illnesses  are  subject  to  further 
comment  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

In  early  January  a sharp  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred 
amongst  the  children  at  Beeston  Day  Nursery,  and  was  eventually 
eradicated  towards  the  middle  of  March,  by  which  time  some  43 
children  had  either  suffered  from  or  had  been  carriers  of  the  disease. 

An  isolated  case  of  acute  dysentery  is  worthy  of  comment,  as  it 
unexpectedly  was  due  to  Shigella  Flexneri.  This  occurred  in  a four 
year  old  child,  who,  following  the  example  of  his  puppy,  drank  from 
a street  puddle. 

Poliomyelitis,  in  spite  of  the  favourable  climatic  conditions  of 
late  summer,  was  conspicuous  only  by  its  absence,  there  being  a single 
notification  in  May,  the  diagnosis  remaining  in  some  doubt. 

There  was  a further  rise  in  the  number  of  prophylactic  treatments 
given  during  the  year.  Twice  the  number  of  school  children  were 
protected  against  Tuberculosis  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  than  in  the 
previous  twelve  months,  and  although  there  was  naturally  a slight 
drop  in  the  number  of  primary  Poliomyelitis  vaccinations,  some 
8,000  more  Booster  doses  were  given  than  in  1958. 
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At  the  time  of  writing,  a trial,  using  living  ‘ Polio  ’ vaccine,  given 
orally,  and  conducted  by  Dr.  Mitchell  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  is  drawing  to  its  successful  conclusion  within  the  area. 

We  have  not  experienced  the  difficulty  in  finding  volunteers 
that  has  occurred  in  the  larger  Local  Authorities,  and  I would  like  to 
thank  the  twenty  mothers  concerned  for  their  most  excellent  co-oper- 
ation. 

The  number  of  fatal  accidents  in  the  homes  of  the  district,  seven, 
is  the  same  as  last  year,  but  the  figures  for  morbidity  and  mortality 
on  our  roads  are  greatly  increased,  and  remain  a matter  of  deep 
concern.  Many  of  these  accidents  are  due  to  carelessness  or  errors 
of  judgment,  and  are  preventable. 

It  is  now  necessary  to  include  in  this  report  the  early  Neonatal 
Mortality  Rate  (i.e.  the  number  of  infants  dying  in  the  first  week 
of  life  per  1,000  total  live  births)  and  the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 
(i.e.  the  early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  combined  with  the  Stillbirth 
rate  per  1.000  total  live  and  stillbirths). 

The  causes  of  neonatal  mortality  and  of  stillbirths  are  similar, 
and  together  have  not  shown  the  dramatic  reduction  nationally  that 
has  occurred  in  infant  deaths  (under  1 year). 

Special  investigations  have  shown  the  main  causes  to  be  maternal 
toxaemia,  antepartum  haemorrhage,  prematurity,  birth  trauma, 
congenital  abnormality,  and  maternal  diseases. 

In  a fair  percentage  the  cause  was  not  obvious.  The  findings, 
however,  have  not  been  consistent. 

As  the  cause  of  death  in  cases  of  Stillbirth  is  not  notified  in 
England  and  Wales,  there  is  a limit  to  the  amount  of  information 
available  but  generally  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  an  indication 
of  the  quality  of  Obstetric  care  within  a district.  The  rate  for  1959 
for  this  district  was  28.13,  while  that  for  England  and  Wales  was 
34.2  and  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire  as  a whole 
was  34.36.

The  Birth  rate  is  slightly  less  than  in  1958,  but  is  above  the  average 
for  the  past  five  years. 

The  Death  rate  is  lower  than  last  year  and  just  below  the  average 
for  the  past  five  years. 

Of  the  489  deaths  which  occurred  during  1959  in  this  district, 
259  or  53%  occurred  in  people  over  70  years  of  age  and  365  or  74.4‘/(, 
occurred  in  persons  who  had  reached  their  60th  birthday. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  lower  than  ever  before,  due  to  a 
considerable  drop  in  prematurity  and  in  the  numbers  of  children 
with  congenital  defects  as  a cause  of  death. 

The  Average  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  five  years  1945-49 
was  45  compared  with  21.5  for  the  years  1955-59. 

During  the  year  two  young  women  in  their  third  month  of  preg- 
nancy were  contacts  of  German  Measles.  Each  was  treated  prophy- 
lactically  with  15  ml.  of  Gamma  Globulin.  Unfortunately  the  first 
case  had  shown  signs  of  incubating  the  disease  by  a severe  eoryza. 
No  further  manifestation  of  German  Measles  was  recognised,  but 
subsequently  a stillborn  child  with  Hydrocephalus  and  Menin- 
gocele deformities  was  born. 
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'fhe  other  case  had  an  uneventful  pregnancy  ending  in  a full 
time  delivery  of  a normal  living  chikl. 

The  following  Table  compares  the  Birth,  Death  and  Infantile 
Mortality  Rates  for  the  district  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole,  and  with  the  average  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottingham- 
shire.

Five  of  the  12  children  died  in  the  first  month  of  life  and  four 
of  these  in  the  first  week.  Of  the  5 infants  dying  in  the  neonatal  period, 
three  were  premature  and  of  these  two  had  atelectasis  and  one  an 
intracranial  haemorrhage.  Of  the  other  two,  one  died  by  maternal 
violence  and  the  other  from  an  acute  respiratory  infection. 

It  is  difficult  to  know  how  the  number  of  such  infant  deaths  can 
be  reduced  in  the  light  of  our  present  knowledge— although  in  three 
cases  the  cause  of  death  was  conceivably  preventable.

There  were  fewer  deaths  from  cancer  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  the  number  of  cases  from  lung  cancer  was  also  down.  Once  again 
the  vast  majority  of  cases  of  lung  cancer  occurred  in  males,  whose 
average  age  at  death  was  61  years.  There  were  only  3 cases  amongst 
females,  whose  average  age  at  death  was  50  years. 

Investigation  in  to  the  employment  of  these  cases  was  again 
unfruitful. 

The  average  age  of  death  from  all  other  types  of  cancer  was, 
males  66  years,  and  females  63  years. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  males,  and  a more 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  females  dying  from  Coronary 
Thrombosis.  Both  figures  are  above  the  average  for  the  past  five 
years. 
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MORBIDITY  AND  MORTALITY  DUE  TO  ACCIDENTS

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
have  a comprehensive  co-ordinated  Ambulance  Service  covering  the 
whole  of  the  administrative  County  Area. 


The  ambulance  requirements  of  the  Beeston  and  Stapkford 
Urban  District  are  in  the  main  covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel 
of  the  Beeston  Ambulance  Depot.  The  vehicle  establishment  of  this 
Depot  is  three  ambulances  and  three  sitting  c.rse  cars.

Methods  by  which  the  Public  may  obtain  an  Ambulance  : — 

(a)  In  Emergency.  Dial  “ O ” (or  999  where  the  appropriate 
facility  has  been  provided — the  disc  on  the  instrument  will 
indicate  this)  and  ask  for  “ Ambulance.”  The  telephone 
number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument,  and  the  caller’s 
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name  and  address  should  be  given  when  requested.  The 
Exchange  will  connect  the  caller  with  the  main  station 
concerned.  The  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address 
(or  exact  location  in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  the 
ambulance  should  be  sent,  should  be  clearly  stated. 

All  urgent  calls  for  accidents,  sudden  illness  or  maternity 
will  be  answered  without  question,  and  the  Main  Station 
will  provide  an  ambulance  either  directly  or  through  a 
Sub-Station. 

(b)  Non-Urgent  Calls.  These  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  by  dialling  or  asking  for  Nottingham 
55939.  Such  calls,  including  routine  hospital  attendances, 
etc.,  will  only  be  accepted  when  supported  by  a recommen- 
dation as  to  need  from  a Doctor,  Nurse,  Midwife,  Dentist, 
or  other  responsible  person.  The  following  information 
should  be  given  by  a person  making  a call : — 

His  or  her  name  and  address, 

Name  and  address  of  patient. 

Patient  to  be  conveyed  from 

to (Place  or  address  in  each  case) 

Time  and  date  of  ambulance  required. 

Type  of  case  or  nature  of  illness. 

In  these  cases  as  much  notice  as  possible  should  be  given. 
The  Use  of  Messengers. 

Instead  of  telephoning,  messengers  may  be  sent 
direct  to  any  station,  sub-station  or  depot,  but  in 
emergency  the  method  described  above  is  preferable. 
It  is  to  be  emphasised  that  the  dial  “ O ” or  “ 999  ” method 
should  never  be  used  except  in  circumstances  of  urgency. 
The  service  is  free  and  no  payment  should  be  proffered  to 
drivers  or  attendants. 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  provided  only  for  those  patients  who  really  require 
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it.  Before  recommending  a patient  for  ambulance  transport 
otherwise  than  in  emergency,  doctors,  midwives,  nurses, 
dentists  and  others  should  therefore  be  satisfied  that  the 
patient  could  not,  owing  to  illness  or  disability,  reasonably 
be  expected  to  travel  by  public  transport.  The  ambulance 
service  may  be  abused  at  the  expense  of  a patient  where 
need  is  desperate — and  at  the  cost  of  his  life.

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Home  Help  Service 

At  the  time  of  writing,  2 full  time  and  55  part  time  Home  Helps 
are  employed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  this  district. 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  services  is  now 
3/3d  per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is 
applied  in  cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  afford  the  standard 
charge. 

A Sub-Organiser  and  a Case-Worker  are  employed  in  this  district 
and  have  office  accommodation  at  Dovecote  Lane  Clinic,  Beeston. 
The  telephone  number  is  Beeston  256603.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  now  two  fifty-place  non-residential  Day  Nurseries 
within  the  district,  one  at  Stapleford  and  one  at  Beeston. 

There  is  a waiting  list  for  Beeston  Nursery. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required. 
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(b)  Provided  by  Other  Bodies 

Rheumatism  Clinic 

A Rheumatism  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwell  Memorial  Hall  is  run 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment,  two  sessions  being  held  weekly, 
on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  Saturday  afternoon  during  the  months 
October  to  May. 

Patients  are  treated  on  production  of  a Doctor’s  certificate  ; three 
masseurs  (two  from  the  General  Hospital  and  one  from  the  Red 
Cross  Detachment)  being  engaged. 


Nursing  in  The  Home 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  w'hich 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the 
household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is 
available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases 

at  home. 

• 

2.  General.  There  are  ten  district  nurses  operating  in  the  dis- 
trict, five  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association,  three  by  the 
Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing  Association,  and  two 
by  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association.  These  Associations  function 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service.  A 
small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes  is  kept  at  the 
Health  Department,  Beeston. 

Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcote  continues  to  function.  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  Medical 
Officers,  School  Medical  Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
are  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  Special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Bramcote  Recreation  Ground  for  treatment. 

I'lie  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  with  Benzyl  Benzoate. 
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A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  for  whom  the  normal  25 ”0 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  or  other  preparations  are  still  supplied  free  to  cases 
of  Pediculosis. 


He.m.tii  Education 

Lectures  on  many  aspects  of  Public  Health  were  given  by  members 
of  the  Department  to  organisations  within  the  district.  To  create 
interest  and  to  illustrate  the  lectures  a Projector,  Screen  and  appro- 
priate films  were  obtained. 

Health  Visitors  and  members  of  the  Health  Education  Department 
of  the  County  Council  have  given  informal  talks  to  mothers  during 
clinical  sessions.

SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 

procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  reports  regard- 
ing the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  re- 
moval to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to  follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect. 

The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 
Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff 
is  requested. 

Gamma  Globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  the  induction  of  possible  Immunity  in  appropriate 
cases  e.g.  expectant  mothers  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
who  are  contacts  of  German  Measles  and  have  not  had 
the  infection. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

1.  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

For  the  first  year  since  the  end  of  the  war,  and  in  spite  of  favourable 
climatic  conditions,  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  confirmed  during  1959. 

A possible  case  occurred  in  a 6 month  old  child  during  May. 
The  manifestations  consisted  of  slight  temperature  elevation,  anorexia 
and  on  the  third  day  restricted  movement  of  the  left  arm.  The  child 
had  not  been  immunised  and  all  laboratory  specimens  of  the  case 
and  contacts  were  negative.  He  was  eventually  referred  for  physio- 
therapy for  slight  weakness  of  left  deltoid  and  right  leg,  but  when 
seen  by  an  Orthopaedic  Specialist  in  July  the  limbs  concerned  were 
reported  to  show  no  abnormality. 

2.  Diptheria 

Although  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  1959  it  was 
necessary  to  investigate  two  contacts  of  a recent  case  occurring  in  a 
neighbouring  area.  Both  were  young  adults  who  had  been  immunised 
in  childhood.  Neither  contact  developed  manifestations,  nor  were 
there  any  positive  bacteriological  results  obtained. 

This  incident,  though  happily  resolved,  acts  as  a reminder  of 
the  dangers  which  may  still  beset  those  who  fail  to  take  advantage 
of  immunisation. 

3.  Dysentery 

176  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred,  mainly  in  the  first  half  of  the 
year.  This  is  one  less  case  than  occurred  in  the  same  period  in  1956, 
the  largest  number  of  cases  ever  to  occur  within  the  district.  One 
case  was  admitted  to  hospital,  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

This  is  a sad  indictment  of  the  standard  of  personal  hygiene 
prevalent  in  the  area. 

Once  again.  Laboratory  investigation  has  shown  that  most  of 
the  cases  were  due  to  a Sulphonamide  resistant  strain  of  Shigella 
Sonne,  and  the  best  results  from  treatment  were  again  obtained  by 
using  Oral  Streptomycin.

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Food  Poisoning 

Twenty-four  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during  the  year, 
mainly  in  the  first  six  months.  Four  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital, 
but  there  were  no  deaths.

Influenza 

\'ery  early  in  the  year  an  epidemic  of  an  influenza-like  illness 
occurred  in  one  of  the  senior  schools  in  the  district.  The  children 
primarily  affected  came  from  the  Carlton  and  Arnold  areas  of  the 
County.  By  the  30th  January  about  100  children  were  absent  and  the 
neighbouring  Technical  School  was  also  severely  affected.  In  both 
these  schools  the  epidemic  reached  its  peak  about  February  6th  and 
there  had  been  a spread  to  the  Modern  Secondary  School  on  the 
same  campus. 

Within  a few  days  some  twenty  schools  of  all  types  were  reporting 
similar  outbreaks  of  a like  intensity. 

The  epidemic  continued  throughout  February  but  by  the  begin- 
ning of  March  attendances  had  returned  to  the  normal  seasonal  level. 

It  is  estimated  that  some  40%  of  the  school  population  were 
affected  and  there  was  a considerable  degree  of  infection  amongst 
the  adult  population. 

The  onset  was  sudden  and  the  incubation  period  appeared  to 
be  short.  Two  types  of  initial  symptoms  were  distinguished, 

(a)  A gastritis  with  dizziness,  sickness  and  pallor. 

(b)  a tracheitis  with  severe  frontal  headache,  sore  throat  and 
harsh  cough,  followed  by  elevation  of  temperature. 

Specimens  were  supplied  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  but 
the  exact  nature  of  the  outbreak  was  not  established.  The  consensus 
of  opinion  was  that  it  was  an  Influenza  Virus  B infection. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Both  notifications  referred  to  home  confinements,  were  treated 
at  home  and  made  an  uneventful  recovery.  In  one  case  the  causal 
infection  was  unspecified,  while  the  other  patient  suffered  from 
Influenza  coinciding  with  the  puerperium. 
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Measles 

There  were  151  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year,  mainly 
in  the  2nd  and  3rd  Quarters.  No  child  required  hospital  admission, 
and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Searlet  Fever 

There  were  179  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  mainly  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year  with  a sharp  exacerbation  in  the  December  quarter, 
w'hich  carried  on  into  the  first  month  of  1960.  Five  children  were 
admitted  to  hospital,  mainly  for  social  reasons,  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  34  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3 new  cases  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 

There  was  again  no  notification  of  T.B.  Meningitis,  and  29 
cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3 of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
admitted  to  hospital. 

There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  infection,  a male  of  50 
years,  who  was  first  notified  in  1953. 

The  death  due  to  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  a 
female  aged  62  years,  who  had  been  notified  seven  days  previously. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  47  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year,  55% 
of  W'hich  occurred  in  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  9 years. 
This  figure  is  considerably  higher  than  that  of  1958  but  is  only  27%, 
of  the  average  number  of  notifications  during  the  previous  ten  year  .

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

This  function  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  acting,  with  the  consent  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  as 
an  Agent  of  the  County  Council. 

An  intensified  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  campaign  has 
continued  throughout  the  year,  particularly  in  regard  to  Poliomyelitis, 
for  which  adequate  supplies  of  Vaccine  were  available. 

I am  indebted  to  the  nursing  and  clerical  staff,  on  whose  efficiency 
and  industry  the  success  of  our  efforts  has  depended. 

1 . Diphtheria 

During  1959  372  young  children  completed  a course  of  immun- 
isation against  Diphtheria,  and  313  were  given  a booster  dose  at 
school  entry  under  Public  Health  Department  arrangements.  A further 
553  children  were  immunised  by  their  General  Medical  Practitioners, 
who  were  responsible  for  227  Booster  doses. 

The  total  number  of  infants  immunised  was  925,  representing 
a very  high  percentage  of  the  children  who  normally  become  eligible 
for  protection  during  the  year.

2.  Smallpox 

There  were  666  primary  vaccinations  against  smallpox  carried 
out  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  46%  on  the  figure  of  1958. 

The  fact  that  modern  transportation  facilities  have  brought  the 
world’s  zones  of  endemic  smallpox  to  within  a few  flying  hours  of 
our  homes,  and  that  there  is  an  ever  present  danger  of  persons  in- 
cubating the  infection  arriving  unsuspected  into  our  community 
prevents  any  possibility  of  complacency. 

We  continue  to  urge  all  parents  to  have  their  young  children 
protected.

3.  Whooping  Cough 

365  infants  were  immunised  by  the  Health  Department  and  174 
were  given  a school  Booster  dose.

5.  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  re-inforcing  dose,  following  the  primary  vaccination  after 
an  interval  of  seven  months,  and  introduced  in  September,  1958, 
has  continued  to  be  given. 

During  the  year  further  special  categories  and  the  “ 26-40 
years  age  group  became  eligible  for  protection,  and  as  a result  there 
has  been  no  lessening  of  the  burden  imposed  on  the  staff  concerned. 

The  response  of  the  older  age  group  has  been  poorer  than  an- 
ticipated, and  has  been  highest  amongst  the  personnel  of  the  larger 
factories,  who  have  once  again  afforded  the  department  every  facility 
for  immunising  their  staff  during  Company  time. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  continue  with  occasional  evening  sessions, 
although  the  demand  is  lessening. 

The  numbers  given  a primary  course  of  immunisation  (i.e.  2 
doses  of  l.c.c.  at  an  interval  of  at  least  3 weeks)  and  the  number  of 
Booster  doses  given,  is  set  out  below  : —

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1959. 

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Wilson  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  Report  on  the  environmental 
hygiene  services  of  the  district  for  the  year  1959. 

Housing  and  Slum  Clearance.  Since  the  publication  of  my 
last  Report  in  July  1959,  a further  11  Areas,  involving  some  81  houses, 
have  been  included  in  Clearance  Orders,  and  another  4 Individual 
Unfit  houses  have  been  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders.  This 
brings  the  total  of  houses  dealt  with  either  individually  or  in  Clearance 
Areas  since  1950  to  510,  necessitating  the  displacement  of  1,518 
persons.  The  details  of  this  work  are  set  out  later  in  the  Report. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  Approval  in  principal  has  now  been 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
our  first  Smoke  Control  Area. 

This  is  the  Chilwell  Inham  Nook  Smoke  Control  Area,  containing 
1,078  houses  and  6 other  premises  and  covering  an  area  of  302.4 
acres.  It  is  proposed  that  the  Order  shall  come  into  force  in  the 
first  half  of  1961.  This  area  embraces  the  whole  of  the  Inham  Nook 
Council  Estate,  together  with  land  to  the  South  and  West  of  the 
estate  on  which  housing  development  is  in  progress. 

Improvements  are  also  taking  place  industrially  and  several 
firms  have  installed  mechanical  stokers  or  turned  over  to  smokeless 
fuels  during  the  past  year. 


SECTION  “D” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Refuse  Collection.  Wc  have  endeavoured  to  maintain  a weekly 
collection  but  shortage  of  labour  in  the  early  part  of  1960  made  us 
fall  below  this  standard  for  a time. 

During  the  year  a further  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  rear  loading 
vehicle  was  purchased  to  replace  our  last  side-loader.  Our  change 
over  to  rear  loaders  is  now  complete,  and  each  of  the  6 rounds  is 
operating  with  such  a vehicle  complete  with  low  loading  trailer. 

The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  has  continued  to  play  its 
part  in  the  maintenance  of  a regular  collection  service. 

The  average  bonus  earned  per  man  per  week  during  the  twelve 
months  1.4.59  to  31.3.60  was  17/6d.

Refuse  Disposal.  All  our  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  separation  and 
incineration.  The  dust  extraction  system  has  been  extended  to  ex- 
tract dust  from  above  the  two  new  furnace  feed  conveyors  installed 
last  year. 


SALVAGE  OF  WASTE  MATERIALS 

Once  more  it  is  possible  to  report  a new  high  record  weight  of 
materials  salvaged  during  the  year,  2,389  tons  being  recovered  and 
sold,  the  value  being  ^^15,963.  This  is  ^^29  above  the  previous  year 
but  is  still  some  ;^600  below  our  record  figure  in  1957-8,  due  to  the 
low  price  obtainable  in  the  first  six  months  of  this  financial  year  for 
ferrous  scrap.  Fortunately  the  demand  for  ferrous  scrap  increased 
considerably  with  a corresponding  increase  in  price,  from  about 
October,  1959. 

A mechanical  loader  which  has  been  purchased  during  the  year 
for  the  loading  of  paper  bales  on  to  the  lorries  has  proved  to  be  a great 
boon.
